We announce a change in the BULLETIN OF BIB- 
LIOGRAPHY which we believe will be welcomed by 
many libraries, and which will make it necessary 
to every reference room. 

The MAGAZINE SUBJECT-INDEX will no longer 
appear quarterly in THE BULLETIN, but henceforth 
will be published only in the book form, annually. 
The space hitherto occupied by this index will be de- 
voted to timely and useful bibliographies or reading 
lists; this issue contains one on The Recall, and the 
first installment of an Index to Fairy Tales, both 
of which we feel sure will be welcome in even the 
smallest libraries. This omission of the MAGAZINE 


SUBJECT-INDEX from these columns has been made 
only after careful consideration and consultation 


with many librarians. It had outgrown the limits 
of the space available, and was not of great use in 
small libraries which subscribed to but few of the 
periodicals indexed. 

The DRAMATIC INDEX will be continued quar- 
terly, as that covers all periodicals, and the informa- 
tion should be useful up to the minute; it will also be 
possible to give more space to this feature of the 
Bulletin, though the annual will still contain prob- 
ably one-third more material than we can include 
in the quarterly issues.

PERIODICAL INDEXES 


Announcement is now made that no five-year 
volume of Poole’s Index for 1907-1911 will be issued. 
This means that for the present the only general 
index to some seventy-five periodicals that were for- 
merly covered by Poole’s Index will be the Annual

Library Index for 1907, 1908, 1909 and 1910. The 
year 1911 will not be covered even by this annual. 

The publishers of the Readers’ Guide expect to 
begin the publication of a Supplement to the Readers’ 
Guide, which will index a portion of this material now 
unindexed, going back five years to join the last 
volume of Poole’s Index. THE MAGAZINE SUBJECT- 
INDEX will probably be enlarged to cover the re- 
mainder of the periodicals (those formerly in Poole 
and not in the Readers’ Guide) and in its 1912 issue 
include these for the six-year period. Thus, the 
Poole field will be divided between the H. W. Wilson 
Co. and The Boston Book Co., and no future dupli- 
cation of indexing will occur. The Supplement to the 
Readers’ Guide and the MAGAZINE SUBJECT-INDEX 
will be the successors of Poole’s Index and continue 
that work.

1-3, American 
Conservation, vol. 1, Alpina Americana, Mountaineer, 
vols. 1-4, National Magazine, Bibliographical Society 
of America (Price $5.50 net, delivery, extra. THE 
BosTON BOOK Co.) 


DRAMATIC INDEX, 1911 


The third annual volume of THE DRAMATIC 
INDEX is now ready, making a handsome octavo 
volume of 250 pages, bound in dark red library buck- 
ram. It covers books, as well as the book reviews, 
dramatic articles and illustrations in the periodicals 
of 1911. It indexes the new quarterly, ‘The 
Drama,’’ Chicago. 

It is an index to portraits of actors and actresses 
of the time, indicating the full names and birth 
dates when possible. It is the only source for 
authorship of plays and an index to the texts of plays 
printed during the year, either in books or periodicals.

PERIODICAL ARTICLES ON RELIGION 


Dr. Ernest C. Richardson has recently issued the 
“Author Index’’ to Periodical Articles on Religion, 
1890-99. This makes a thick octavo volume of 
876 pages, a companion book to his Subject-Index 
to the same period published some years ago. The 
author list will have considerable use in locating 
articles by a given writer, in showing the collected 
writings of specialists, and in furnishing much 
material of a biographical nature. We commend 
this work to librarians of all large libraries and of all 
college libraries. It does not seem possible that 
even the cost of printing can be covered by its sale, 
but such work deserves the support of every library. 
People do not often consider that to answer satis- 
factorily one question would, without such an index, 
cost more than its price in time used. We hope this 
index will soon be brought down another ten years 
by the issue of a volume for 1900-1909. (Price $5.00 
net, Chas. Scribner’s Sons.) 


MODERN DRAMA AND OPERA 


The little volume with the above title, published 
early last winter, continues to be much in demand 
among libraries. It is one of the handiest annotated 
reference lists available, and librarians everywhere 
are in need of every possible index to this much 
wanted material. May wecommend it to your atten- 
tion?

THE PRACTICAL USE OF BOOKS AND 
LISRARIES 


There is a rapidly spreading movement in this 
country for definite courses of instruction in schools 
in the use of books. At the recent meeting of the 
Wisconsin Library Association, a whole session was 
devoted to papers, and discussions along this line of 
the Library and the School. The Wisconsin Library 
Bulletin, Jan.-Feb. 1912, is largely given up to this 
subject. A book that awaits you when you are 
ready to start this work is Ward’s Practical Use of 
Books and Libraries (Boston Book Co., $1.00 net, 
cloth), which is now in use in the Cleveland High 
Schools as a text-book. There is a “Teaching out- 
line’ (50 cents in paper) which will furnish any 
teacher, who has not had library training, the 
necessary information to conduct a course in her 
school class. 

The sale of this book since its issue last fall has 
been large, and no words but commendation for it 
have thus far been received. While designed as a 
text-book for school use, it is an attractive and read- 
able primer that may well be put in the hands of all 
library readers who are unfamiliar with books and 
don’t know how to get information wanted quickly.

COMMERCIAL LAWS OF THE WORLD 


The first volume (covering Argentine Republic and 
Uruguay) of this comprehensive work has beenreceived, 
and seems to more than fulfill the promises made for 
it. This valuable series of Commercial Laws will be 
completed in thirty-five volumes, six devoted to South 
America, two to the United States, three to Mexico, 
Cuba and Central America, one to Africa and Asia, 
six to Great Britain and Ireland and British posses- 
sions, and seventeen to Europe. 

The Commercial Laws of the World aims to give 
a complete view of the commercial law of all civilized 
countries. It includes not only the provisions of 
the codes of commerce, but of other codes and statutes 
on mercantile matters, or affecting codes and statutes 
relating to commercial matters. More especially, 
it is designed to give the existing Jaw relating to for- 
eign and domestic corporations, general and limited 
partnerships, sale of goods, factors, brokers, com- 
mission merchants, bills of lading and the respon- 
sibility of carriers of goods by land and sea, marine 
insurance, contracts of bottomry, maritime liens, 
banks and banking, stock exchange contracts, ware- 
house receipts, bills of exchange, promissory notes 
and checks, insolvency and bankruptcy, and the 
commercial treaties. 

With each country is given a sketch of its political 
history as it affects its legal system, a brief history 
of its legal institutions, a description of its courts 
and procedure in mercantile cases and the rules of 
prescription and limitation. 

Provision is made for the sale of individual volumes 
or the volumes pertaining to one country in case 
purchasers do not wish to subscribe to the entire 
work. All large city libraries and university libraries 
will need this publication and the publishers will 
be glad to send circulars describing the work or a 
volume on examination, subject to return to any 
that so request.
